Death Valley Trip 

On April 8 my sister and I 
took an All-States bus to Death 
Valley. On the way into the Valley 
‘we ‘saw three bands of wild mus- 
tangs. The mountains surrounding 
the valley were spectacular. From 
the beginning of Death Valley to 
Furnace Creek Ranch where we 
stayed was approximately 75 miles.

We had a very nice room 
on the ground floor of one of the 
several houses for tourists. 

On April 9 we left for Scotty's 
Castle which was about fifty- 
four miles from Furnace Creék 
Ranch in the northern part of 
Death Valley. On the way we vis- 
jted the Ubehebe Crater which is 
abotit 500 feet deep and a half mile 
in diameter, There I picked up 
Some of the black lava. After we 
got to Scotty’s Castle we had to 
‘wait for an hour before we could 
tour the Castle. It was called Scot- 
ty's Castle because Walter Scott 
Ciaimed it was near his gold mine 
(non-existent) for which Scotty got 
lots of money for finding his gold
